LIFE IN THE INDIANA. STATE PBI8ON. 


A correspondent of the Cincinnati 


Commercial writes from Indianapolis: 


Within the laat three yean a man has 


been in the State Prison, South, of Indi- 
ana, who improved the opportunity by- 
writing a book with the above title, ft 
has just been published in Cincinnati. 
The treatment of the subject ia entirely 
novel, and the skillful execution would 
do credit to Naat. By a most unusual 
and inexplicable modesty, th* artist de- 
sires his namo withheld. He ia a doctor 
of medicine by profession, and he has a 
silly fear that should his skill become 
known, it would militate against bis suc- 
cess-as • Galen. This sinjrnlar ganinj 
lives in 8tliomi>, and should he not suc- 
ceed in his chosen and beloved profession, 
he has an unfailing resource in hu pencil. 
Thera are sixty of these wood-cuti, both 
small and great, and they cf themselves 
tell the etory of State Prison life, by ono 
who has been there. The story is writ- 
ten bv J. E Banks, who, according to hi* 
own biography, waa brought- op in a 
GhristianSew England home, need to good 
society ,and blessed with more than ordinary 
talent and a liberal education; coming 
West he became involved in a difficulty 
(that's always the mild • way orimiruls 
have of speaking), which finally resulted 
in hie being sentenced to the Sate Prison 
for three years.

Some of the Chinese, however, turned up- 
on their pursuers and fired their pistols at 
them, wounding one ofiosr in the right 
shoulder, shooting a boy in the leg. and a 
citizen named Robert Thompson through

life of punwhmeat and wrong that the 
author has to deal, and in chapters en- 
titled "Shops and Guard," i"A Drunken 
Warden," "Outrages in the Female De- 
partment," "A Chapter of Horrors," ho 
baa succeeded in delineating some of the 
most horrible scenes that have ever seen 
the light.

Upon 
his arrival he was assigned to the collar 
shop, and required to do the regular day's 
work. He had hardly recovered from the 
tperationon his leg, and was very feeble. 
In addition to hu other ailments, ho 
was subject to savere attacLs. ot heart dis- 
ease. 
On the morning of which I write he 


was in a deplorable condition. The diet 
and work had reduced him-'to almost 
nothing, and the pitiful stump of Ins 
wounded leg was raw and bleeding. The 
{act that he had been reduced to misery 
and helplessness in defenoe of his coun- 
try failed to ameliorate his condition here.

akd, shoving him with his foot.

Petroleum 
Trade. • 


From the Scientific American. 


According to the annual report of tbe 


New York Chamber ol Commerce, just is- 
sued, the exports cf petroleum in 1870 
were 37 per cent, greater than those of 
the previous year, and nearly all this in- 
crease, or 33 per cent., is accounted for by 
the shipment from the port of New York 
The trtal export fiom the United States in 
18TO 
was 141,208.155 gallon*, against \,- 


500,000 in 1800, and 99,281,000 gallons in 
1868, showing an increase of nearly 42,- 
000 000 gallons in two years The first 
sale noticed for export was in May, 1861, 
when 100,000 gallons were sent to foreign 
markets. Antwerp, which hoe eince led 
all other ports in the importation oi petro- 
leum, took in thil je« 5,671 gallons, in- 
creasing tbo amount in the following year 
more than 800,000 gallons. 'Great Britain 
took 579,000 in 1801—and in 1863 in- 
creased her importation to 3,238,000 gal- 
lons. 


The continued growth of this trade for 


ten veara—from 1500,000 gallons in 1860 
to 141,000,000 in 1870—is a wonderful ex- 
hibit, not only on account of the rapid 
development ol the oil interest, hat also 
because the yearly increase has been 
steady." Tha daily average prodnot of the 
Pennsylvania oil district in December, 
1867, wa* 10 400 gallons; in the fame 
month of 1870, it was 13,214 gallona— u 
fact which shows the inexhaustibility of 
the wells in 'that region. In regard to 
tho home consumption, it is estimated 
that it ia equal to one-half tbe quantity 
exported - making in round numbers an 
"aggregate consumption "of ll,000,OJXt gal- 
lons annually. This enormous amount, 
reckoning, the price at an average of 
twenty cents per (callon, represents a 
value of more than $43,000,000 for a sin- 
gle year—certainly a remarkable return 
for a product unknown to commerce tea 
years ago.

Frightful Scenesof Death—The 


Untold Horrors of Peshtigo. 


Frcm Che Hartford (Cona.) Times. 


The dreadful aoenesin tho sweeping for- 


est and prairie fires of the Northwest have 
never been half told. Balaw we present a 
letter from Mr. William P. Newberry, a 
cousin of our townsman, Mr. E. Newber- 
ry. By tbe burning of Pesbtigo he loses 
twelve relatives of the Newberry name, 
and three others who were connections of 
his family. The honors of that dreadful 
night when Peshtigo was swept away and 
five hundred of tbe inhabitants destroyed, 
ia partially depicted in the following let 
ter,°,not written for publication, but which 
none the less reveals the actual situation 
of affairs at that time concerning one fam- 
ily, and which may be taken aa an index 
to the experience of hundreds of other*: 


MEKOMTSKK, Mich, Ooloberlo 


MY DEAU AUST: It is my painful 


duty to inform you of one of tha roost 
terrible calamities that hae befallen oar 
family 
Probably tho papers have al- 


ready informed you of the terrible fires 
which ha\e been raging i^r some time patt 
in the DOS them part of this State. We 
had fires around u , but d\d not apprehend 
any danger. 
On the night of the Sth of 


October (Sunday evening), between 8 and 
9 o'clock, the pby grew bnddenly very 
dark, the wind suddenly increased to a 


• mile from the house and thro wing water 
constantly on ourselves. -I held my dear 
child,(about fifteen years old) down in the 
water np to her neck nearly all'night— 
during whioh she slept- nearly all the 
time—with a coat over her head and mine, 
and oar mouths olose to the water. 
We 


struggled through the awful night. The 
others were behind ma. throwing water on 
themselves and us. W* had about • rod 
square of water,' about eighteen inches 
deep in tbe deepest pifr, with a large mar- 
gin jrouul tbe edge. A few feet behind 
our backs was a log bridge across the 
stream, which took fire jast »» we got 
into the water and blew right on us '&nd 
on .both sidee of n«.s Within a few feit of 
us the log fences and logs were on fire, 
making a direct circle of fire around us. 
We cams very near suffocating, but man- 
aged to get air enough to live. It was 'J 
o'clock when we got into tbe'water', and 
we bed to stay iu until the fire bad burn- 
ed down, when we became eo stifl and 
(scamped that we dragged ourselves to the 
edge of the water, where, chilled through, 
blind, and unable to stand, we huddled 
together until dawn should make its fear- 
ful revelations. As soon us it grew light I 
tried to exercise my limbs and open m; 
eyes, from wbioh I suffered very much. 
After a while I could walk a little 
and see just enough to 'direct 
me 


Then I went back to oar homes to see 


if any were alive, but I could only find 
tbe bodies of Walter's children and some 
neighbors. I then thought their bodies 
ronatbe burned up, but tbe next day 'Mr. 
Coon (whose wife ia Martha Newberry), 
came over from Menominee, and found 
all the bodies but father's. His body has 
not been found yet. 
There ware about 


forty or more persons burned close to us, 
and one was found m the same pool of 
water. Wa then started for the villige of 
Poehtigo, five and one-half miles, carrying 
our child. We finally got there and got 
a few crackers which had been brought 
from Menominee. We soon found an op- 
portunity to ride over to Menominee, 
where Abby is living. 
Tbere we found 


Martha and husband and boy, who barely 
escaped with their lives from the village 
of Pesbtigo. They, with all who were 
saved from the village, had to jump into

Peshtigo river - while

lage was burning.

I have written this letter mostly on 
my bed. We have lost everything but 
the old clothes we bud on oar backe. 
Mother had a few clothes with ber in her 
satchel 
How or where we will go now 


we do not know. Probably my family 
will go to Ohio mfter we get well enough 
and st iy with their brother through the 
winter. Probably mother will stay with 
Abby or Martha for tbe present. I should 
like to see yon sol could give yon a fuller 
Eoocrant than I can write, bat at present I 
am too destitute to go anywhere without 
the aid of charity. If you could make up 
a box of clothing among our relatives in 
Connecticut, which they have laid aside, 
it would be very acceptable to us.

"gallant and meritorious conduct" in the 
lattefhewM brevettad Major. At the 
close of the Mexican war he was assigned 
to tartoog posU of home dnty, assomlng 
the command at Chatleston harbor No- 
vember SO, I860. It WM here that he 
took part in the first soeee* in the drama 
of tho rebellion, Uing oloasly besieged in 
Fort Samptor by the Oonfedamte forces 
for a pe-iod o( three ani a half months. 
Upon the flaal surrender of his little 
fotoe of serootv man, General Andsrson 
•went to New York where he met with an 
enthusiastic reception. 
Afterward he 


made an effort to perform active service in 
the Deportment of the Cumberland, bat 
failing health compelled bun to seek re- 
list from active military service. He has 
translated tnd adapted from the French 
many valuable military works.
